Ireland as a Touring Country: Cheap Transport of 


Touring Cars 


from 


London.

Motorists generally will welcome 
the information already announced this 
week that, following the negotiations 
between the Automobile Association and 
the cross-Ghannel steamship companies, 
motor tourists travelling between (Creat 
Britain and Ireland will now be able to 
obtain return bookings at approximately 
a fare and a half. 

This concession, one of the greatest that 
has ‘been gained for motorists by the 
Automobile Association during the past 
five years, will undoubtedly have a long- 
looked-for effect on the tourist traffic. 
Not only does it remove a difficulty which 
up to the present has acted as a great 
deterrent to English tourists who 
contemplated bringing their cars to this 
country, but it enables them to choose an 
alternative tour to the usual Continental 


trip. 

Enclish motorists are fully aware of the 
excellence of Irish roads. They know also 
that not alone is there less congestion, but 
probably more freedom from _ petty 
restrictions in Ireland than anywhere else, 
while the scenic beauties of the country 
are unrivalled. Up to the present, how- 
ever, the lower cost of transport between 
England and France or Belgium has 
always been a deciding factor in favour of 
a Continental tour, and against an Irish 
one. With the removal of the prohibitive 
transport charges, however, Ireland is 
ed to become a popular choice amongst 
cross-Channel motorists. 

The Automobile Association, which has 
been instrumental in gaining this conces- 
sion, is of the opinion that the reduction 
in the cost of car transport will bring to 
Jreland many scores of new motorists this 
season. With the exception of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Company 
all the cross-Channel steamship companies 
have agreed to the arrangement, and it is 
expected that this company will also be 
more than willing to lend their help in 
fostering the tourist traffic. 


SPRING TIME. 


With the countryside blossoming into 
its spring colouring, motorists are looking 
forward to tasting afresh the delights oí 
the many beauty spots not only in the 
Counties Dublin and Wicklow, but also 
further afield.

BUICK’S SILVER ANNIVERSARY 


This is Buick’s Silver Anniversary week, 
and the invitation issued by Messrs. 
Doyle’s Motors, Ltd., Stephen’s Green 
(the Free State distributors for General 
Motors), to try out the 1929 Buick is 
being largely availed of by car critics and 
potential purchasers. I was one of those 
who accepted the invitation, and, as | 
drove the car, both through dense traffic 
or along the open road, the flow of silent 
power, the ease with which the car was 
handled, and the absolute control, were 
some of the outstanding impressions I 
experienced. The Buick has been always 
outstanding for its power output, and in 
the 1929" model this power has been 
increased by 17 per cent., without any 
corresponding increase in petrol consump- 
tion, the result being greater acceleration 
and hill-climbing ability. Seventy miles 
an hour was obtained on top with a little 
to spare, while in traffic we crawled 
along steadily at three miles an hour. 
The redesigned camshaft gives greater 
valve opening and quieter operation, and 
the increased size of the crankshaft gives 
smoother running. Of the six-cylinder 
overhead valve type, the engine has a bore 
and stroke of ár x 48 inches, the tax on 
which is £27, while the master chassis 1s 
33 x 5 inches, and the tax £32. The clutch 
is a multiple dise of the dry plate type. 
with ten faces. The autovac is replaced 
by a petrol fuel pump which 1s now 
standard on the best type of American 
cars, and the great improvement which it 
is on the gravity supply system is bound 
to influence the present system adopted 
by most manufacturers. The rear cantt- 
lever spring fitted to the Buicks makes 
for wonderful easy riding. 

The bodies are Tondon built and are 
luxuriously fitted with the most up-to-date 
improvements und comforts, while the 
upholstery is carried out in soft hide 
(leather). Steering is delightfully light, 
and vibration at any speed up to sixty 
miles does not intrude itself, the sensation 
being more that of gliding than driving.

They supplement 
each other ; but, if one is to be ignored, it 
must not be that of Professor James T. 
Shotwell. The work which the Professor 
has done for peace in America is sum- 
marised by Professor Gilbert Murray in 
the introduction which he has contributed 
to the book. ‘‘Though a reader would 
never gather it,” says Professor Murray. 

from the | preny book, I think it may 
truly be said that, if the Pact of Paris is 
now signed and in fair way to genera] 
ratification, a great part of that success 
is due to Mr. Shotwell’s unresting watch. 
fulness. When American public opinion 
flagged ; when the French Press was openly 
contemptuous ; when the American Govern- 
ment was indifferent; when the French 
vovernment was apparently alienated: 
when no other Press or Government paid 
any particular attention, Mr. Shotwel] 
was always at work to keep the movement 
from collapsing.’’ Thus no better historian 
could be secured to tell the story of the 
Pact, of its origin, its progress and the 
hopes it rouses. 

Professor Shotwell goes far beyond the 
Pact of Paris in his book. In Part I. he 
deals.with the problem in perspective, with 
war in history, with the growth of science 
In war, and with ‘‘ War in the New 
Era.’’ In Part ITI. is set out in the 
fullest detail the diplomatic history of the 
Pact from the Briand offer in April, 1927, 
to ats completion in Paris last summer. 
Full details are given of resolutions of 
Senators Capper and Borah, about which 
very little is known in Europe. How far 
these resolutions will be met by future 
interpretations of the Paris Pact is 
speculative, but it would seem at present. 
as if both would be met in this way with- 
out any new clauses being added. Much 
will depend upon the attitude of the 
United States, but now that this Govern 
ment is likely to adhere to the Interna 
tional Court the Paris Pact is so much 
strengthened. 

In his section on “ The Meaning of the 
Pact,’’ Professor Shotwell is at his best; 
here the Professor of History at Columbia 
reinforces the Carnegie Peace Foundation 
worker, and the resulting pages are 
fascinating to read. The chapters on the 
“ British Monroe Doctrine ” and 
‘“ Freedom of the Seas,” he says, “ does 
Which are stil] controversial, but the Pro- 
fessor dissolves all difficulties by recon- 
ciling the .Monroe Doctrine with things 
at present apparently irreconcilable. 
‘Freedom of the seas,” he says, “ does 
not mean keeping them open for the high- 
wayman or bandit.’’ That will be the 
real trouble in the immediate future when 
only those who break the League Covenant 
or the Paris Pact are subject to blockade. 
On the whole, the Professor seems to 
believe that the present state of the 
question is dangerous for Great Britain, 
an opinion shared with many people in 
England. 

Professor Shotwell’s book contains all 
the relevant documents, and so in some 
measure supersedes Mr. Wheeler-Bennett’s 
book, which was previously published.

TROUT FISHING FROM 
ALL ANGLES. 


- 


BOOKS on fishing may be divided into 
four main classes: the scientific, the 
philosophical (which includes the con- 
versationa] and gastronomic), the topo- 
graphical, and the anecdotal—which | in- 
cludes, and, let us be candid, often 
connotes, the apocryphal. Occasionally 
all four are blended, sometimes happily, 
sometimes to the confusion and distress of 
the practical fisherman. This volume, 
whose somewhat ambitious sub-title, ‘‘ A 
Complete Guide to Modern Methods,’’ in- 
spires awe, is entitled to a prominent place 
in the first class; yet it is not coldly 
scientific, but written by one whose 
affection and tnderstanding of nature are 
manifest. Where persona] experiences are 
narrated they serve to point a definite 
tnoral rather than to adorn a fisherman’s 
tale. It is. sponsored by Lord Lonsdale 
and the late Sir Theodore Cook, and is 
part of a library of sports, games and 
pastimes dedicated to the Prince of Wales. 

In under 450 pages Mr. Taverner gives 
us a well-documented history of trout- 
fishing literature; a life history of the 
trout; hints on choosing and making 
tackle; instruction in casting; trout-fly 
entomology; descriptions of nearly every 
form of catching fish; a chapter on the 
vrayling; and one on stream and fishery 
management. His bibliography, usefully 
divided into footnotes to each section, 
ranges from Wynkyn de Worde in 1496 to 
F. R. Hewitt in 1926. The chapters by 
Messrs. Nall and Bacon on trout scales 
and the legal side of fishing respectively 
are valuable additions. There are 65 
plates, all excellent, and 188 text illus- 
trations; and a good index.

Some who hold that the last word in 
major and minor tactics still rests with 
Halford and G. E. M. Skues will be sorry 
that Mr. Taverner has revealed what he 
revards as inconsistencies in the theories 
of the former, though he none the less 
gives generous praise to Halford’s solid 
pioneer work.

‘“Jandsome’’; and they may regret that 
dapping the mayfly, and drop minnow 
and other forms of bait-fishing, though, 
perhaps, abhorrent, are not dealt with 
more fully. The assertion (p. 177) that 
the alder as a dry fly is a failure 1s a 
little. strong; the explanation, pp- 270 to 
272, of the characteristic double whorl or 
kidney rise to the “ B.W.O.’’ is not con- 
vincing: there is repetition in chapter 13 
of some of the matter of chapter 5; there 
are errors (misprints or careless proof- 
reading) on pp. 212 (line 25), 215 (line 8), 
and 290 (where “ p. 24” in parenthesis at 
the end of line 22 should be “ No. 24. ); 
and the anti-kink lead, said to be illus- 
trated on p. 346, 1s not illustrated. All 
these. however, are but pedantic and carp- 
ing criticisms of an admirable work that 
all fishermen will gratefully add to their 
library.

COLLECTIONS.

‘ 


T is fairly safe to prophesy that success 
' Will attend those “is refuse to con- 
sider the possibilities of failure. Other- 
wise, for many almost incredible achieve- 
ments, the currents would early have 

turned awry and lost the name of 
action.” What the nation owes to the 
little band of enthusiasts who met a 
ens of a century ago to consider the 
ormation of the National Art Collection 
Fund is only now being realised. France, 
Germany and Holland had already such 
societies in full working order for some 
years before the art lovers of our country 
were beginning to awake to the discovery 
that our treasures were rapidly being 
bought up by continental and American 
collectors, 

This was ‘largely owing to the short- 
sighted action of the British Government, 
which not only showed itself opposed to 
expendituro—having already reduced 
many of the Treasury grants to museums 
and galleries by half—but issued instruc- 
tions that preference should be given to 
the purchase of pictures for sale abroad. 
Their assumption that the works of art 
already in the country would be unlikely 
to leave it was a fine example of official 
blind optimism. 3 

To those who appreciate the irrepar- 
able loss which England has sustained in 
recent years through the wholesale 
departure of national treasures abroad, 
the publication of the volume ‘‘ Twenty- 
five Years of the National Art Collection's 
Fund ” will be a revelation of achieve- 
ment. It contains, in addition to a 
chronological list of acquisitions, an intro- 
duction by the chairman of the fund, Sir 
Robert Witt, which tells of the birth and 
growth of the Society. Interesting articles 
are also contributed bv well-known 
authorities on painting, sculpture, prints, 
drawings, etc., and the volume is com- 
pleted by some illustrations and a list of 
donors. It is appropriately dedicated to 
‘‘A Lady Unknown,” that patriotic 
spirit who. when all else failed, gave 
£40,000, the third of her fortune, to pre- 
vent the purchase by America of Holbein’s 
masterpiece, ‘‘ Christina of Denmark, 
Duchess of Milan,’’ now in the National 
Gallery. 

It was to the practical assistance of 
another lady, Mrs. (afterwards Lady) 
Herringham, that the Society was first 
put upon a financial basis, and one hopes 
that these fine examples may be the fore- 
runners of many similar demonstrations 
of the nation’s pride in its possessions.

THE DEVIL’S HISTORY. 


HE exceedingly interesting sketch of 
the evolution of the Devil from the 
Stone Age until his disappearance in the 
Mavic of later times makes excellent read- 
ing for anyone who desires to trace the 
fiendish influence in popular superstitions, 
and the various uses to which.the Devil 
has been put in his long history. That 
personal history of “ Old Nick” has been 
much longer than is generally supposed, 
and consequently Mr. R. Lowe Thompson 
will be thanked by others than specialists 
in anthropology and folk-lore for his brief 
and lucid introduction to the subject. 
The author is himself the first to admit 
that his book “is little more than a 
preface, or introduction, to a very wide 
field of inquiry,’’ but his work has been 
well done and the introduction may lead 
many to take an interest in a fascinating 
inquiry. 

While Mr. Thompson does not attempt 
to date with any exactitude the first 
appearance of the Devil in the world, he 
does definitely, but in general terms, place 
that first appearance in the magic of the 
old Stone Age. He traces the horns and 
the tail to the primitive peoples who 
hunted and killed animals, but whe also 
feared and venerated thém. The evidence 
of cave drawings, some of-which are repro- 
duced in the plates with which the book is 
excellently illustrated, is adduced in sup- 
port of this contention. From this 
evidence it is assumed that animal forms 
were assumed by the magician of the 
nomadic tribes. There is a figure repro- 
duced, from a cave in Ariéges in France, 
which is supposed to be about 9,000 years 
old, showing a magician of the period with 
stag’s antlers, a horse’s tail, the ears of a 
wolf, and the paws of a bear. Truly a 
very formidable figure ! 

From the Stone Age Mr. Thompson 
traces the gradual evolution of the Devi! 
through magicians and horned gods to the 
cult of witchcraft, showing what a very 
influential cult was witchcraft at one 
time, with well-defined beliefs and an 
oragnised ritual. The ‘‘ pleasurable 
orgies’’ of witchcraft were attended by a 
man who impersonated the Devil, dis- 
cuised for the purpose in a suit of black 
leather or other hard shiny substance. 

Much that Mr. Thompson has written 
will arouse active hostility within his 
readers: he would seem to be somewhat 
anti-Christian, and his belief that Joan 
of Arc’ was a leading figure in a ‘‘ witch 
organisation that permeated the lower 
classes of France and England, and had 
also many adherents amongst the nobles 
and clergy,’’ will tend to discredit his book 
in the eyes of most people. Nevertheless, 
he has written a very interesting book 
which, as he hopes, may open new aspects 
of folk-lore.

FREDERICK THE GREAT.

ISCOUNT MORLEY, writing of 
Voltaire's first appearance at Pots- 
dam in July, 1750, describes thus the 
state of Prussia: ‘‘To travel from the 
dominion of George 11. to the Dominion of 
his famous nephew Frederick was to go 
from the full light of the eighteenth 
century back to the dimness of the 
fifteenth.’’ The brutality of Frederick 
William, the corruption of his Court, his 
love for a useless militarism combined to 
transform the son who had _ suffered so 
many injustices in his youth into a seeker 
after ‘‘ humanity,’ a vigilant adminis- 
trator, and an indefatigable soldier. 

The story of this King’s more remark- 
able career is told with commendable 
simplicity by Miss Goldsmith, whose 
knowledge of German life enables her to 
set in proportion the strange events of 
Frederick’s reign. Voltaire’s visit and 
his anomalous position at Potsdam 
were important factors in Frederick’s 
education; for he never ceased to 
learn and to add to his equipment for 
the task of governing his scattered king- 
dom. Though a firm autocrat and a 
believer in his own absolute right to rule, 
he was the benevolent ruler, the procurator 
of the poor, ever seeking the welfare of 
his people. But his method was '“'every- 
thing for the people, nothing by the 
people,” and the prolonged wars in which 
he involved them were followed by a period 
of unhappy depression. Nevertheless, 
before his death Frederick had raised 
Prussia to a civilisation common to the 
other Western Powers. This volume affords 
a very fair account both of the magnitude 
of his tasks and the measure of success 
to which his almost superhuman efforts 
attained. It is a notable addition to the 
important series of biographies published 
by Messrs GoWancz.

dictated the changes. There was no reason 
why one bank should be denied the ordinary 
powers and privileges that other banks had. 
There was no real safeguard against the 
Bank of Ireland falling under foreign control 
if its stock shares passed into the possession 
of outside people; but, with or without that 
bill, there was no danger that the Bank of 
lreland would pass under foreign control, 
because it was the bank that kept the Ex- 
chequer account, and it would not find it 
good business to enter into any foreign 
arrangements. Nothing would be secured in 
that respect by rejecting the bill. 

STOCK HELD OUTSIDE SAORSTAT. 

As to whether the bank’s capital stock 
should be held outside the Free State or not 
—if that bill were considered in Committee 
it would be wrong to insert in it a pro- 
vision that the stock could not be dealt with 
as freely as the stock of other banks. The 
banks in the Free State had not shown any 
great precipitancy about amalgamation or 
creating a monopoly, and he did not think 
that there would be any monopoly created 
as the result of giving the powers asked for 
to any particular bank. 

The -view of the Department of Finance 
was that there ought to be amalgamation, 
hat there was good ground for the State see- 
ing that amalgamation did not go too far. 
For all practical purposes the passage of that 
bill would not hinder or promote that sort of 
thing, and it seemed to him that it had 
really nothing to do with the question raised 
by this hill. 

Mr. SEAN MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin 
County) said that the bill asked them to 
virtually remove every restriction imposed 
upon it. He knew the mentality of Sir 
George Clarke, one of the directors of the 
bank, and a person who had his opinions 
regarding the people of the twehty-six 
counties shonld be debarred by the Dail from 
having any vote in the direction or govern- 
ing of the greatest financial institution in this 
country. It was impossible to put the Bank 
of Ireland on a footing of equality with the 
other banks, because, as a result of the 
monopoly it had enjoyed for many years, no 
other bank equalled it in resources: in fact, 
he believed that the total resources of the 
hank which came next to it were only about 
half those of the Bauk of Ireland. 

MAKING THEIR FLESH CREEP. 

That proved that the restrictions this bill 
sought to remove had not hindered the Bank 
of Treland in any way. If the bill removed 
those restrictions and the accompanying 
safeguards, he helieved that the bank would 
become too powerful and would be able to 
dominate and dictate to the other banks and 
to the Government.

In. the middle of last century three emi- 
nent lawyers had given their opinion that 
under the existing legislation governing the 
Bank of Ireland the holders of Bank of Lre- 
land stock were not liable for any debts on 
the bank The House should have the 
point he mentioned cleared up before they 
considered assenting to the principle of that 
bill by according it a second reading. 


POLITICAL RED HERRINGS, 

Mr. LAW (Government, Donegal) said 
that he held no brief for banks as institu- 
tions, but Mr. MacEntee’s remarks con- 
pelled him to say that the Dail should be 
very slow to allow the introduction of anv 
matter not directly germane to the issue to 
be introduced into the discussion of the 
second reading of a private bill. In a long 
Parliamentary experience he had always 
known it to be accepted that only in the 
most extreme circumstances, and for very 
grave public reasons, should the House ever 
refuse to allow a private bill to come before 
Committee. It would be establishing an 
exceedingly evil precedent if they allowed 
it to go out that they allowed their judg- 
ment in such a matter to be in any way de- 
flected by extraneous considerations. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said 
that, broadly speaking, bank amalgamations 
were desirable when they did away with 
futile foolish competition which made credit 
dear, but the House should very carefully 
considet whether power should he 
given for particular amalgamations. 
In accepting the bill for second 
reading they would be accepting the 
principle that the Bank of Ireland would be 
in a position to gobble up another smaller 
bank. ‘That was very undesirabie’ If the 
Bank of Jreland wanted its charter, let them 
have it; but if 1t wanted to hold its charter 
with the full liberty and power of the ordi- 
ary commercial bank, then it was asking 
something more than other competing banks 
were getting, and to that extent it might be 
required in other particular matters to meet 
the desire of the State. 


NORTHERN IRELAND CAPITAL. 

Mr. ESMONDE (Government, Wexford) 
said that he presumed they would not exclude 
Northern Ireland capital from the banks. 
Deputy MacEntee objected to the Bank of 
ireland appointing a director from Northern 
Ireland. He believed according to Article 3 
of the Constitution that residents of Northern 
Ireland were also citizens of the Free State— 
at least, honorary citizens. (Laughter. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) said that 
they had no guarantee that Sir George Clark 
would not try to get the head office of the 
tank of Ireland removed to Belfast, as he 
had tried to get the headquarters of the Great 
Northern Railway transferred to Belfast. — 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he was going 
to vote against the bill’s second reading 
unless it would be referred to Committee for 
¢xamination.

MR. BLYTHE ON PATRIOTISM’S 
FINANCIAL ASPECT. 

Gn the report stage of the Superannuation 
and Pensions Bill, 1929. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mayo N.) 
moved an amendment as follows :—‘‘ After 
the passing of this Act the powers con- 
ferred on the Minister and the Minister for 
Justice by virtue of the provisions of Section 
5 (1) of the Principal Act, as amended by 
this Act shall be exercisable on the recom- 
mendations of a Committee consisting of 
three persons, two of whom shall be 
nominated by the Minister, and one of whom 
shall be nominated by the organisation known 
as the ‘Dismissed and Resigned R.I.C. 
Organisation.’ 

‘Of the two members of the Committee to 
be nominated by the Minister, one shall be 
a barrister of at least five years’ standing. 
The Minister shall have power to maké ré- 
gulations for the conduct of its business by 
the Committee constituted in accordance 
with this section.”

WHEN THEY WERE TWENTY-ONE. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the bill only 
affected twenty-one persons, whose names 
already had been considered by the former 
committee, and the effect of the amendment 
would be that a new committee would have 
to be set up to deal with these particular 
twenty-one persons. The amendment, 
theretore, was quite unnecessary. 

The original committee, which consisted, 
among others, of representatives of the re- 
signed and dismissed R.I.C, men, had before 
it 1,136 cases. It reported favourably on 631 
and unfavourably on 505. Of the 651 which 
were favourably reported upon pensions were 
awarded to 531. Of those which had not been 
dealt with there were 21 which would be 
dealt with when this bill became an Act, 

The Minister then explained at length what 
was done in the remaining cases, and said 
that since the committee ceased operations 
J64 new cases came in, and were considered 
departmentally, and pensions were granted in 
eleven, Thirty-seven were found outside the 
mh of the Act; there were thirty-six who 
had short service, and eighty applications 
were rejected on the merits. 

In conclusion, the Minister said that he 
was satisfied that plenty of men got out of 
the police icrce not for national reasons but 
for safety. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that he 
did not khow where the Minister got the 
figure twenty-one. He knew of a few cases 
where the men certainly did not resign “to 
save their skins,’’ and he instanced three 
cuses where men resigned and joined the 
‘Trish Republican Army.” 

Mr, BLYTHE said that he was always 
willing to see Deputy Fahy or any other 
deputy and discuss individual cases with 
them. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offely) suggested 
a departmental committee to consider certain 
cases. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that if it was shown to 
him that there were cases which required the 
setting up of a committee, he would set up 


one. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE, by leave, withdrew his 
amendment. 

CONNAUGHT RANGERS’ MUTINY. 

Mr. KERLIN (F.F., Dublin South) asked 
for particulars as to the committee estab- 
lished to inquire into the case of the 
Connaught Rangers. The mutiny of these 
men in India was actuated by patriotic 
motives, and this was contrary to the 
Minister's account of the matter. — 

Mr. BLYTHE said that his recollection of 
the matter had been wrong. There were 
some members of the committee who thought 
that patriotism was not the reason for the 
mutiny, but the majority of the committee 
took the view that their action was for 
national motives, but also held that they 
had no claim to any compensation; that 
they, like many Irishmen, took risks and 
suffered losses for the national movement. 
and had not applied for compensation. 

Mr. FAHY suggested that pensions equal 
to those which these men would have got 
from the British Army had they not 
mutinied should he granted. : 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour. Clare) said that 
these men took their lives in their hands, in 
the midst of enemies, without any chance of 
escape. No such high patriotism was de- 
manded of men in Em NÓ 3 

Mr. BLYTHE said that what the State 
had done so far was to meet the claims that 
were not mérely made on the basis of ser- 
vices rendered, but also on pledges given. 
If they were to give pensions to everyone 
who became in some way impoyerished as a 
result of national activities, he did not know 
where they would stop. He would not sub- 
scribe to the idea that these men’s action 
was more heroic than many things that had 
been done at home. 


‘A PETTY ATTITUDE.” 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Minister was 
~—— a rather petty attitude. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) said 
that these men were sv long in the Army 
that they found it impossible to secure em- 
ployment. 

Mr. DAVIN, supporting Mr. Fahy’s sug- 
gestion, said that, in his opinion, these men 
did much more useful work in India, where

THE WORK OF THE LAND 
COMMISSION, 
VOTE OVER £200,000 LESS 
THAN LAST YEAR. 

On the vote of £343,360 for the 
Commission, 

Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Lands and Fisheries, said 
that, as compared with the same vote for 
1928-29, there was a net decrease of £204,211. 

There was a decreaee of £2,000 under the 
sub-head for “travelling allowances,’’ and 
this was almost entirely due to the decrease 
in the inspector staff. They had been able to 
bring about a considerable reduction in the 
amount estimated for the improvement of 
estates, a reduction that had been brought 
about, firstly, for reasons of economy. 
and, secondly, because it was = antict- 
pated that during the coming year there 
would be greater concentration on the work 
of vesting tenanted Jands, and less on the 
acquiring and distributing of untenanted 
lands, Jit was also proposed during the 
coming year to abolish almost completely the 
temporary convenience agreements which 
were resorted to in 1925 us an emergency 
measure. While these agreements had 
enabled them to distribute and divide land 
much more rapidly than would otherwise 
have heen the case, they had had the effect 
of magnifying the problem of vesting. 

In regard to the resale of estates pre- 
viously purchesed by the Estates Comunis- 
sioners, be said that during the past year 
45.000 acres had been vested in 5,100 pur- 
chasers for a total resale price of £649,000. 
This was well above the average of the past 
five years, which was 110,000, divided among 
2,960 purchasere at a price of £645,000. 

A very considerable increase had been 
made in the rate of iene tenanted Jand 
during the st year. Holdings to the 
number of 4,785, comprising an area o 
102,618 acres, and repretenting a total price 
of £104,282, had been vested nee the year. 
The number of holdings vested tinder this 
head in the previous year was 2,067, so that 
during the past year the rate had been nearly 
doubled. Steps had also been taken to 
strengthen the staff engaged in vesting 
tenanted land, and special efforts would be 
made to expedite the rate of vesting as much 
as possible. 

COMMISSION'S ACHIEVEMENTS. 

To summarise the work of the Land Com- 
mission, Mr. RODDY said that since 1925 
it had vested under various Land Acts 
approximately 41,500 holdings, cee: gui | an 
area of 1,400.000 acres, for a total purchase 
rice sf £10,300,000. During the same period 

00; acres of untenanted land had been 
jivided, and the alloltees were placed in 
occupation. A total area of 690,000 acres 51 
untenanted land had been inspected under 
the Act of 1923, and that repre- 
sented a very good output from the 
inspectorial staff of the Department. These 
figures gave a very clear indication of the 
enormous amount of work done since 1923 
and since the coming into operation of the 
Act of 1923. It showed quite clearly that a 
much greater volume of work had been done 
since that year ae had been done at any

PRAISE FOR OFFICIALS. 

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Govt., Westmeath) 
said that he had nothing but what was com- 
plimentary to say of the officials of the Land 
Commission for the work tha they 
had done in his constituency. His 
experience of the Land Commission officials 
was that they were courteous, capable

Mr. D. BUCKLEY (F.F., Kildare) said 
that in that county the people were disap- 
panied with the way in which the land was 
eing divided. 


LOCAL KNOWLEDGE. 

Mr. M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said that 
there was the difficulty of valuing the land, 
and, while he recognised the difficulties with 
which the Government valuers were con- 
fronted; he urged that they should pay more 
attention to local advice and opinion. Every 
farmer knew that one acre might be far 
more valuable than another, and only the 
local people knew the value of each particu- 
lar field. 

Mr. D. J. GOREY (Govt., Carlow- 
Kilkenny) said that if the Land Commission 
had bided their time, and bought land now 
instead of in 1924, they would get it much 
cheaper. It was a great pity that they did 
not wait until land reached a reasonable 
figure. 

‘* Only the cream of the people,” he said, 
““is entitled to the land, and there is too 
much attention paid to the poor devil. There 
is too much of this, and the officials would 
be well advised to pay no attention to the 
local pull.” 


LANGUAGE! 

Mr. CARTY (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) said 
that when the Government was compelled to 
appeal next to the country he believed that 
not the least factor in their downfall would 
he “- the cold-blooded, huckstering administra- 
tion of that mess known as the Land Com 
mission. 

Mr. M. BRENNAN (ing. Roscommon) 
said that he was aware that the Land Com- 
mission had not, redeemed its promise to 
make roads for tenants who had been given 
lands, 

Mr. HASSETT (Government, Tipperary) 
said that in the County Tipperary there were 
thirteen thousand holdings which came under 
the Act, and only about four hundred of these 
had been vested. At that rate of progress 
it would take rearly thirty years to get the 
others vested. There were thousands of acres 
of untenanted land in the county that had 
not yet been touched by the Land Commis- 
BION, 

Mr. KILROY (Fianna Fail, Mayo, 8.) said 
that of the 164,959 acres of land sold in Mayo 
only a little more than 5,000 acres were 
vested.

THE MAN AND THE POET.

Os the 19th April, 1824, Byron died at 
i Missolonghi, in Greece. It was 
Easter Monday. Just about six o’clock in 
the evening, the weary eyes opened for a 
moment, and then closed for ever. To

The first dark day of nothingness, 
Uhe last of danger and distress, 


The news of his death did not reach 
London till May 14th, nearly a month 
alter the event. All reading England was 
stirred, and for a while even sensitive 
propriety felt the decorum of silence.

At the clubs, in 
drawing-rooms, wherever people met, the 
talk would inevitably come round to 
Byron; and the sensation of his passing 
was still potent, when, early in July, the 
ship that brought his body home arrived 
in the Thames.

built in Spanish style, though sometimes 
a slight confusion arises in the mind of 
the American business man, and his 
Spanish house turns out to be an Italian 
villa. Spanish dishes are eaten, and the 
popular as is the Basgue one of pelota. 
A few of the original Indian natives of 
the country survive, and are regarded as 
curiosities by the hordes of tourists which 
invade America’s winter playground. 


A Hustler. 


Air Vice-Marshal Sir Vyell Vyvyan, 
who has just attained the distinction of 
heing the first man to fly to India and 
back in fifteen days, has other claims to 
fame besides that and the distinction of 
having three ‘‘v’s’’ and three ‘‘y’s”’ 
amongst the eleven letters that compose 
his name. 

Although nowadays he is best known to 
the public as one of the Government 
directors of Imperial Airways, he started 
his career in the Senior Service. 

Thirty-two years ago he took part in 
the punitive naval expedition against the 
King of Benin, and was one of the party 
which captured that monarch’s famous 
red and green parrot. (The parrot, by 
the way, was afterwards brought to Dublin 
by a young Irish doctor who had also 
served with the expedition, and was— 
owing to the fact that it rapidly acquired 
an Irish accent and caustic wit—for many 
years a source of much amusement and 
not a little chagrin to residents in a 
certain suburb).

Clondalkin. 


The pretty little village of Clondalkin, 
which featured in a recent licensing case, 
is chiefly noted for its Round Tower, 
which is still in excellent preservation, 
and an object of pilgrimage to the tourist, 
although I fear it is unknown to many 
residents of Dublin. 

Here, many centuries ago, St. Cronan 
Mochua founded his monastery, which 
was frequently raided by the Danes, who 
established a fort known as Dunawley. 
In 865 the natives succeeded in taking the 
fortress, putting the entire garrison to 
the sword, and burning the settlement. 

The Round Tower, which was probably 
built for protection from the Danes, is 84 
feet high, and the walls are three feet 
thick. Its stability was well tested in 
1787, when the powder mills of Clon- 
dalkin, owned by Councillor Caldbeck, 
blew up for some unknown reason, with 
the loss of two lives and great destruc- 
tion of property. Although the explosion 
caused the fall of a stack of chimneys as 
far away as Usher’s Quay, not a stone of 
the tower was displaced. 

Close to the tower, but on the opposite 
side of the road, is the Protestant Church, 
and in the graveyard are the ruins of the 
old Clondalkin church, which is supposed 
to have been destroyed by the explosion.

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MIGRATION AS A 
SOLUTION.

Y French friend shook his head 

sadly. ‘‘ This is deplorable. It 1s 

bad for your nation. These men will rust 

mentally and physically.’” He had seen 

a queue of men of all ages and trades out- 

side a government Labour Exchange, wait- 
ing to draw their unemployment pay. 

His words struck me forcibly. For the 
past seven years I have seen a good deal 
of the various phases of the unemploy- 
ment problem, which strikes one as being 
far more acute and tragic in cities like 
Birmingham, Leeds and Cardiff than in 
London. I have spoken to big employers 
of labour who have*been keeping on a staff 
cadre at a heavy loss, so as to be able to 
go straight into action when matters 
mend ; to shopkeepers in areas devastated 
as badly by poverty as Flanders was by 
the war; to officials of the Ministry 
of Labour; to clergymen, ministers. 
priests and rabbis; and, last, but by no 
means least, to hundreds of unemployed, 
ranging from skilled mechanics to clerks, 
from professional men to the jack-of-all- 
trades and the ‘‘ unskilled’ man 

There are hundreds of men to-day who 
are giving generously to keep some “ out- 
of-work’’ alive and going. [ know one 
such stout fellow who invents little jobs 
for two unemployed men, so that he can 
give them money and they can keep their 
self-respect. Any reference to this 
poisonous cancer of continuous unemploy- 
ment seems to be regarded as sheer ‘‘ bad 
form’’ by the Government—here let it be 
understood that I have no political axe to 
grind. 


A DROP IN THE OCEAN. 


Some years ago I kindly ventured a sug- 
gestion to a North Country paper that 
some of England’s young, unmarried un- 
employed, also younger bachelors who had 
fought in that country, should be given 
work in France, then very much in need 
of strong, manual Jabour. 

I think that it was two years after- 
wards that the Ministry of Labour took 
the idea and gravely carried it out. Firs 
of all. men were sent to work on the rail- 
ways, and then some skilled mechanics 
were sent to various motor works. The 
few who were sent over represented only 
a drop in the ocean of out-of-workdom— 
an ocean which cannot be gauged by

- political situation in the North is 
developing rapidly, and the extent of 
the opposition to the Government will soon 
be made clear.

They are challenging the 
champions of the Government in. prefer- 
ence to the rank and file, and it is 
rumoured that even the Prime Minister 
himself may have to fight for his seat in 
North Down. The Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Home Affairs is 
to be opposed at Larne, and other front 
benchers will also be involved in the elec- 
toral struggle. Apart altogether from the 
legitimate opposition, various other in- 
terests are threatening the existing 
régime, and rendering the final issue 
problematical, notwithstanding the 
abounding optimism of the Premier.

THE WEDDING GIFT. 


Hobhouse’s wedding gift was a complete 
collection (so far) of his friend’s poems, 
bound in yellow moroeco. Shortly before 
noon the carriage came to the door, and, 
Hobhouse handed the bride into it, 
he wished her many years of happiness. 
She said simply, “ ff I am not happy, it 
will be my own fault” The parting 
between Byron and Hobheuse was a 
silent, but painfully earnest, one, '“ He 
vas unwilling to leave my hand, and I 
had hold of his, out of the window when 
the carriage drove off tus J. C. 
Hobhouse in his “ Diary.”’ So the newlv- 
wedded pair drove off—as the bride, and 
possibly the bridegroom. thought and 
their friends hoped—into a world of 
unalloved happiness. 

We turn again to the ‘‘ Diary’ of Mr. 
Hobhouse, and under date November 25th, 
1815 less than one year later—we read 
this sad but significant, extrv: ‘‘ Called 
on Brron. In that quarter things did not 
go well.”’ 

Far, far from well, 
weeks proved. The vows sworn on the 
kneeling cushions in the Seaham 
drawing-room could not bind the makers 
ef them beyond a single vear. They 
parted, she going back to her parents, 
and he shortly to become a wanderer. 
Qn the 21st April. 1816, the separation 
was made regular by a legal instrument, 
and the world was furnished with one 
more tantalising puzzle, the sclution of 
which it is still seeking.

“ Far End at the Pilar.” 


A correspondent writes:—The tram. 
cars by which I usually travel to town are 
numbers 10 and 11 (from Donnybrook and 
Clonskea respectively). At Nelson Pillar 
the conductors of the No. 10 cars insist 
that I shall leave the car at the driver’s 
end, but on the No. 11 cars I am always 
permitted to alight at the conductor’s 
end. As far as I can discover it is only 
on the No. 10 cars that the “- far end at 
the Pillar’’ method of exit is enforced. 
There seems to be no logical reason for 
the difference in procedure. Both cars 
go on to other places—Pheenix Park 
in one case and Drumcondra in the other. 
I take the view that unless the cars are 
constructed as to allow passengers 
alight at the side nearest the footpath 
either end, compelling them to alight 
the driver’s end is dangerous. Even 
Sackville street, overtaking traffic some- 
times passes tram cars on the right, and 
drivers of such traffic seldom anticipate 
that passengers shall be alighting from 
that side of the tram.

Sculptors have much appreciated the 
tribute paid to Mr. Oliver Sheppard in 
this “ Diary” a few days since by a 
friend.

This Mr. Pearse later married an Irish 
woman and became the father of two sons, 
the elder of whom was Padraig Pearse, 
poet, leader of the Insurrection of 1916, 
and author of our present political being. 
Mr. Charles J. Harrison, the present 
fineal representative of the original 
Harrison, remarked to my friend: “ It is 
a curious circumstance that I should have 
had to alter my address from Great Bruns 
wick street to Pearse street, but we have 
heen identified with many changes in 
Dublin. Even at present we are engaged 
in moving the Phenix Monument from 
the main road in the Park to the Vice 
regal Lodge Gate site.” He added: “ As 
regards the sculptural ornamentation of 
Government Buildings, I do not think Mr 
Sheppard would claim more than the high 
reliefs of Hamilton and Boyle in the 
central court. We were responsible for 
the rest.”

COUNTY. DUBLIN 
LAND TROUBLE. 
DEMONSTRATION ON 
A FARM. 


As 4 protest against the action of the 
Land Commission in acquiring the farm 
of Hilltown, Swords, belonging to Mrs. D. 
Menton, forty sets of ploughing tackle 
with eighty horses, and several tractor 
ploughs were sent by neighbouring farmers 
to plough up some of the lands yesterday. 

Mrs. Menton is a widow, with nine 
children, and this farm of 150 acres was 
bought by her late husband in 1915 for 
£7,000. She carries on a dairy business 
and generally uses the farm for grazing, 
doing her tillage on another lárm of 100 


acres at Santry. She gives employ 
to at least twenty men. . FHIR 


CIVIC GUARDS ON THE SOENE. 

In view of the intended demonstration 
by Mrs. Menton's neighbours, Superinten- 
dent O'Halloran, Civic adh. Bal- 
briggan, placed a force of Guards on duty 
at the farm before daybreak. i 

At 8 a.m. the ploughs began to arrive. 
but could get no further than the spacious 
farmyard at Hilltown, the tractor ploughs 
being lined up in the lane. 

Superintendent O'Halloran  intormed 
those whom he saw that they could not do 
any work there, and at 9 a.m. he left for 
Dublin. 

In the meantime those who had come to 
work, rested, but at mid-day they became 
restive, and Mr. J. P. Cuffe. Mr. P. 
Belton and Mr. P. J. Kettle told Sergeant 
Diffley, of Swords, who was in charge, 
that he had no legal right to prevent them 
from doing what they could for Mrs. 
Menton. 

The sergeant said that he had his orders 
and would be obliged to carry them out. 


THE SERGEANT’S AUTHORITY. 

Mr. Cuffe and Mr. Belton then asked 
for the sergeant’s authority. and con- 
tended that he should have it from his 
own officers. 

When pressed to produce his authority. 
Sergeant Diffley handed the following 
letter to Mr. Belton :— | 

‘“ Land Commission, Merrion street, 
ave . | A8-4-”29. 
lo the Superintendent of the Civic 
Guard, Balbriggan. 

“I have been informed that the @inds 
of Hilltown, which are being acquired by 
the Land Commission, are being interfered 
with to-day. An application is pending 
in Mr. Justice Wylie’s Court. to be heard 
on Wednesday, for the vesting of these 
Jands, and in view of this it is important 
that there should be no interference with 
these lands, as they are being acquired by 
the Land Commission. 

“I shall be obliged if you will take 
action to prevent any damage. 

“1. Hocan, Land Commissioner,” 

Mr. Belton, as he handed back the docu- 
ment to the sergeant, remarked: ‘‘ That 
is no authority. You are doing the work 
of Freemasons. Produce the authority of 
your own superiors.”’ ' 

Sergeant Diffley said that he was acting 
on the instructions of his superintendent, 
who was in Dublin on business. 


INDIGNANT PROTESTS. 

Mrs. Menton said that, if the sergeant 
did not get the superintendent, she would 
vive the order to have her lands ploughed. 
She then ordered her own men to go in on 
the land, and an attempt was made to 
rush one of the gates leading from the 
farmyard to the land. 

On the instructions of Sergeant Diffley, 
however, a number of Civie Guards had 
been stationed at each outlet, and they 
firmly refused to let anyone pass. 

Mrs. Menton argued that she had a 
perfect right to enter her own lands, and 
in this she was supported by the indig 
nant protests of men who had come to 
show their practical sympathy. 

Failing to make any headway in that 
direction, Mrs. Menton and her party 
desisted for the moment. After a brief 
conference between Mr. Belton, Mr. J. P. 
Cuffe, the Smith and others, it 
was decided to try to enter the lands by 
another field gate. 


GUARDS SURPRISED. 

This movement took the Guards by 
surprise, because two horses in carts suc. 
ceeded in getting through and went at a 
trot across the field. The Guards on duty 
at this point were at once reinforced, 
and, drawing their batons, prevented the 
entry of any other horses or vehicles. 

One youth, standing by a horse’s head. 
was struck by a baton on the head and 
rendered unconscious for nearly half an 
hour, while a man in the crowd was struck 
in the back, 

When the crowd saw the youth, Dan 
McCormick, Iving on a grassy’ bank 
unconscious, they pointed accusing fingers 
at a Guard who, they alleged, struck him, 
and some of them became very threaten- 
ing in their attitude. i 

Meanwhile a doctor and priest had been 
called to attend Dan McCormick, who was 
removed to a field near by, where he 
consciousness after about half

No further attempt was made to force 
an entry on to the land, but there were 
loud comments on the conduct of the 
police. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT’S RETURN.

trade unions (the Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen: the 
National Union of Railwaymen, and the 
Railway Clerks’ Association) of their 
intention to withdraw from the whole of 
the existing machinery of negotiation, in- 
cluding the Railway Wages Board: pre- 
sided over by Mr. Justice Wylie. The 
conditions under which the machinery was 
set up stipulated for twelve months’ notice 
to be given by any of the parties desiring 
to withdraw from the machinery. The 
withdrawal, therefore, cannot take effect 
before a year hence. 

The railway companies that have not 
given notice are the London, Midland cad 
Scottish (Northern Counties Committee) ; 
the Belfast and County Down; the County 
Donegal Railways Joint Committee; the 
Dundalk, Newry and Greenore; and the 
Clogher Valley Railway, as well as the 
authorities of the Irish Railway Clearing 
House. The railway companies, therefore, 
seem to be divided on the subject. 

COMPLEX MACHINERY. 

The communication from the G.N.R., 
G.S.R., and L. and L.S., which is dated 
llth April, and is signed by the respective 
general managers, is understood to state 
that the machinery is too complex and 
cumbersome, and has diminished rather 
than fostered a spirit of co-operation and 
good-will. It goes on to say that it might 
be possible to devise a more suitable 
scheme. The communication from the 
S.L. and N.C, is in similar terms, but 
makes no reference to the question of good 
will and co-operation. 

It is understood that the matter is now 
before the executives of the respective 
trade unions, who are considering the 
position which has been created. 

THE COMPANIES’ LETTER. 

Senator O’Farrell, Irish Secretary of 
the R.C.A., discussing the crisis at a meet 
ing of the Dublin Branch of the Associa. 
tion last nicht, said that the action of the 
railway companies constituted a con- 
temptuous rejection of the only sane and 
feasible alternative to the strike and the 
lock-out. He attached no importance 
whatever to the vague reference in the 
companies’ letter to an alternative scheme. 
He believed it was mere eye-wash to cover 
up the indefensible and reactionary atti 
tude of withdrawal. If the companies felt 
that the scheme needed amendment, surely 
such amendment could have been discussed 
hefore giving notice such as that issued 
by the companies. 

No proposals in this respect had been 
received or even mentioned. The best 
tribute to the effectiveness of the 
machinery was the fact that since it was 
established in 1923 there had not been a 
single railway stoppage on the part of 
any of the grades covered by the scheme, 
although during all that period numerous 
disimprovements in the rates of pay and 
conditions of service of the majority of 
the grades concerned had been effected as 
a result of the findings of the Railway 
Wages Board I 

THE RAILWAY SHAREHOLDERS. 

These awards had been  honourably 
observed by the employés, although in 
many cases their acceptance involved 
considerable hardship. Now the first 
time the Board gives an award adverse to 
th. companies on anything approaching 
an important issue, they had the prin- 


cipal companies coming along and smash® 


ing up the machinery. He doubted very 
much whether this action would have the 
approval of the railway shareholders, 
many of whom had already expressed 
their strong disapproval of any sugges- 
tion of returning to conditions which left 
no alternative in the event of a disagree- 
ment but a withdrawal of labour or a 
lock-out. 

Quite obviously the railway. companies 
had no use or any conciliation machinery 
except to the extent that it enabled them 
to reduce wageg. They failed ‘utterly to 
justify their recent application before the 
Wages Board, and yet, because the inde 
p ndent members of that body (some of 
them responsible representatives of com- 
merce) did not award in direct conflict 
with the evidence submitted, they run 
away from the whole scheme. The rail- 
way unions were perfectly prepared to 
comnbat, by the only other means left to 
them, any attempt on the part of the 
companies to impose conditions of employ- 
ment which are admittedly indefensible. 
If this meant dislocation of railway 
services during a critical transition 
period, it would be clear to all where the 
responsibility lay. 

THE RESOLUTION. 

After further discussion, the following 
resolution was adopted :— 

“Phat this meeting looks upon the 
action of certain of the Irish railway 
companies in notifying their withdrawal! 
from the machinery of negotiation, 
mutually agreed upon in the interests of 
industrial peace, as an _ indefensible 
gesture of aggression, calculated to have 
unfortunate reactions throughout the 
railway industry. The meeting regards 
this latest development.as an ill-tempered 
display of resentment at the failure. of the 
companies to impress the independent 
members of the Railways Wages Board at 
the last meeting of that body, and as an 
indication of an intention to resort to 
methods other than those of reason and 
justice to accomplish ends which they 
have failed to justify. 

“For all such attacks the railway trade 
unions are quite prepared, but the respon- 
sibility for the results of unnecessary 
strife must be aceepted by the com- 
panies.’’ 

Mr. FE. P. Flanagan, branch chairman, 
presided at the meeting.

The Tariff Commission, consisting of Mr. 
J. J. McElligott (Chairman), Dr. J. H. Hinch- 
cliffe, and Professor J. B. Whelehan, s@t yes- 
terday in the Boardroom of the Department 
of Agriculture, Upper Merrion street, Dublin. 
to consider the application of the Paper and 
ag Manufacturers’ Association (Irish Free 
State) for the imposition of a Customs duty 
on packing and wrapping paper and card- 
board imported into the Free State. 

Mr. Kenneth Dockgell, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs, Casey, Clay and Collins), appeared 
for the Merchant Draggrs’ Associafon 

Mr. Conor Mane Aonad by Measrs 
Bradley and Sons) appeared for the Dublin 
Master Printers’ Association, and (instructed 
by Messrs. Arthur Cox and Co.) for P. J. 
7° emg and Co., Ltd., and Bibby and Baron, 

t 


Mr. Turner Crankshaw, 51 Trafalgar road. 
Southport, said that he had been engaged 
in the manufacture of paper for over forty 
years, during which he had spent 35 vears 
actively managing mills producing paper of 
every description. At present he was Chair 
man of the directors of Team Valley Paper 
Mills, Ltd., Gateshead-on-Tyne; Chairman of 
directors of Pemberton’s, Ltd., wrapping 
papers and paper bag manufacturers, Gates- 
head-on-Tyne: and advisory director of 
Trotter and Son, Ltd., paper makers. Ber- 
wickshire. He visited the Clondalkin Paper 
Mills on 10th November, 1928, on the in- 
structions of Messrs. Hodge, Watson and 
Greenhalgh, who were proposing: to purchase 
the property of the Hammond Lane Foundry 
Co., Ltd. On November 13 he reported that 

‘‘(a) The mill is in an excellent condition. 
and an expenditure of approximately 
£15,000 will put same into a high state of 
efficiency; (b) If an impost Customs duty 
at a satisfactory rate is imposed by tie 
Government of Saorstat Eireann on packing 
and wrapping papers and cardboards, the 
earning capacity of the present machinery. 
after the afore-mentioned expenditure of 
£15,000 for necessary repairs has _ taker 
place, will be satisfactory; (c) It would be 
extremely advisable to instal a new and up- 
to-date M.G. machine to make at Jeast a 
weh of 120” finished paper, as there is a 
good and steady demand for such paper in 
the [rish Free State; (d) If the Governmert 
of Saorstat Eireann imposed a Customs duty 
at a satisfactory rate on packing and wrap 
ping papers and cardboards, Messrs. Hodge, 
Watson and Greenhalgh could safely enter into 
the proposed agreement with the Hammond 
Lane Foundry (»., Ltd., to purchase the Clon- 
dalkin Paper Mills, as in my opinion such 
mills could be carried on at a satisfactory 
profit, and find employment ultimately for 
550 people.” 

TARIFF CLAUSE, 

On the assurances contained in his report 
Messrs. Hodge, Watson and Greenhalgh cn 
November 19, 1928, entered into an agree 
ment with the Hammond Lane Foundry Co, 
to purchase the Clondalkin Paper Mills, sub- 
ject to a satisfactory tariff on paper being 
imposed by the Irish Free _ State, 
and paid on account of the 
said purchase a deposit of £1,000. 
Messrs. Hodge, Watson and (ireenhalgh 
were in course of forming a company to 
ucquire the Clondalkin Paper Mills, with a 
capital which, in his opinion, was ample for 
all their purposes. In addition to this, the 
names of five gentlemen had already been 
secured who had consented to act as 
divectors of the company. Witness had 
entered into a provisional agreement, dated 
bth December, 1928, to act as their technical 
adviser for a period of one year, extendibie 
to a further period of two years at the option 
Of the company. 

Anawering the Commission, the witness 
said that the Clondalkin mills could produce 
about 100 tons of paper per week, or 5,000 
tons per annum. That was avout twice the 
amount that was being imported into the 
ree State at present. 

Proiessor Whetehan—Then that means that 
another market has to be found for 2,00 
fons’—One reply to that is that the con- 
sumption of lLoards 1s increasing cuormously. 

PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

Professor Whelehar@complained that the 
only witness put forward by the applicants 
that day had no; read the application, and was 
of very little assistance to them He would 
certainly ask that the Commission be supplied 
with the definite information on which his 
evidence was based. They wanted to know 
Whether, 1f the money suggested was ‘ex- 
pended, all the classes of paper mentioned by 
the opponents could be made under the 
conditions that prevailed in the past 1: 
Clondalkin. They ;lso wanted to know 
whether, under the conditions in which they 
meant to establish Clondalkin within twelve 
months, it would enable them to produce the 
samples submitted by the opponents, and 
which, they submitted, could not be made at 
Clondalkin under the old conditions, Other 
wise, they would not know -but that they 
were being asked to put on import duty on 
an article which might never be produced in 
the Free State. 

Mr. Maguire protested against the hap 
hazard and piecemeal method in which the 
case for the applicants was presented. His 
cliente had gone to considerable trouble and 
expense to prepare their case, and now thes 
had it from the applicants that they had not 
even read the case or examined samples of 
paper which had been submitted. 

Mr. Hodge said that he was under the im- 
pression that the evidence which they were 
expected to present was that dealing with the 
“londalkin Mill. lf facilities were given them 
for examining the samples they would ap- 
preciate it, 

The Chairman said that the samples we! 
always available for inspection, and the case 
made by the opponents of the tarili had been 
on record for some considerable time. 


EFFECT ON PRINTING TRADE. 

Mr. Kenneth Dockrell, K.C., for the Dublin 
Merchant Dyapers’ Association, opposed the 
application, hick he said, was what was 
known as “a one-man application.’ The 
only person who was really interested with 
the imposition of the tariff was Mr. David 
Frame, who bought the Clondalkin Mills at 
scrap value. It had not been disclosed what 
he had paid; that was a thing which was 
wrapped in mystery. “The mills, he added, 
were out of date, and would not be in a 
position to manufacture paper or boards 
economically even with a tariff. The printing 
and stationery industry in Ireland was far 
more important than the paper-making 1in- 
dustry. Last year the wages paid in the 
printing trade in the Free State amounted 
to £460.000, and a tariff on paper would 
have an adverse efiect on that trade. 


DRAPERS’ OPPOSITION. 

Mr. John Pim, junior, managing director 
of Pim Bros., Dublin, and chairman of the 
Merchant Dyrapers’ Association of Dublin, 
Ltd., gave evidence on behalf of his firm, 
which is engaged in the retail and wholesale 
drapery trade. Their consumption of packing 
and wrapping papers and cardboard con 
tainers for the past twelve months amounted 
to £1,769 10s. They had a whoiesale 
stationery department, and a quantity of the 
above papers was sold to their retail cus- 
tomers. The majority. of their card 
board boxes were manufactured and 
purchased in the Free State. It 
was not the practice of the firm to 
charge for paper or cardboard containers, this 
being regarded as an overhead expense, and 
he objected to any duty being imposed on 
these goods, as it would have the direct effect 
of increasing the cost of distribution, which 
should ultimately be borne by the consumer. 
The greater part of their requirements, which 
consisted of kraft paper as far as he was 
aware, could not be produced economically in 
this country, nor, indeed, could it be pro- 
duced in England, the principal countries of 
munufacture being Sweden and Germany, so 
that the duty on this material would mean 
nothing more than a tax yn the distributing 
trade of the country. 

Mr. Wesley F. Hanna, director and see- 
retary to the firm of Switzer and Company, 
Limited, said that he had superintended the 
buying of wrapping paper for his firm for 
both town and postal delivery during the 
last fifteen vears, and it was found neces- 
sary to confine themselves virtually entirely 
to the use of No. 1 kraft wrapping pape: 
for all parcels, except those which had to be 
taken away from the counter. They had 
tried at various times to use English kraft, or 
imitation kraft and kraft of Continental 
manufacture, but had had to confine themselves 
to Swedish No. 1 kraft paper, which had 
been the most satisfactory and suitable 
for their requirements. His firm objected 
to the imposition of a tariff, which ultimately 
could be borne by the consumer. 

Mr. R. J. Kidney, accountant, gave evi- 
dence that members of the Merchant Drapers’ 
Association in Dublin used 147 tons of kraft 
papér, valued at £35,234, for the twelve 
months, and kraft carrier bags to the value 


of about £927.

THE NORTH AND SOUTH 
(0-OPERATE. 


LORD'CRAIGAVON AND 
IRISH PROSPERITY. 
—_—-- &—-—— 


The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland 
(Viscount Craigavon) and members of the 
Northern Cabinet, together with representa 
tives of Belfast and other public boards ang 
transport organisations, were the guests o 
the Ulster Tourist Development Association 
at a luncheon in the Grand Central Hotel, 
Belfast, yesterday, following the annual 
meeting. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. Robert Baillie, Chairman, presided, and 
after proposing the toast of “ The King ”’ 
and “ His Grace the Governor,”’ and extend- 
ing a cordial welcome to the guests, said that 
that was a unique gathering, inasmuch as 
there were present representatives from 
almost every town in Northern Ireland. They 
were honoured by the presence of the Prime 
Minister, whose interests in the Association 
were well known, and had been proved 
since its inception, and even in the work that 
led up to its formation. They were alsg glad 
to see represented the Southern Totrists’ 
Association. The two organisations co- 
operated heartily and in the most friendly 
manner. ‘They helped each other and ex- 
changed kindnesses, which were the very 
essence of reciprocity. 

LORD CRAIGAVON. 

Viscount Craigavon, in proposing the toast 
of ‘‘ The Ulster Tourist Development Associa- 
toin,” said that he could picture, when he 
looked around that assembly, what their 
tourists would witness when they came to the 
shores of Ulster in their thousands during the 
coming season. He could see the countryside 
looking at its best, providing healthy outdoor 
amusements: he could see the fishing ; he could 
picture the Glens of Antrim and the historic 
City of Londonderry, as well as the other 
heauty spots and other places of interest in 
their premier province. 

There was being started, Viscount Craig- 
avon continued, a new association, to be 
called the ‘Travellers’ Association of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. It might 1n- 
terest them all to know that some most dis- 
tinguished men would be on the committee, 
and he had been asked by the British 
Government to nominate an Ulster represen- 
tative to work alongside his old friends, Lord 
Ashfield, Lord Riddell and Mr.. Douglas 
Hacking, M.P. He had nominated their 
President, Mr. Baillie. He knew of no man 
in Ulster who carried greater weight concern- 
ing the development of their country, 

A SUGGESTION. 

Proceeding, the Premier congratulated the 
association on the annual report. It was a 
production reflecting the greatest credit on 
al] concerned, and especially their secretary, 
Mr. Ernest Patton. He suggested that their 
chairman might get into tonch with the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union, who had an able and an 
energetic secretary in Mr. Thomas M‘Dowell, 
and endeavour to get rid of in their country 
districts those old tumble-down buildings 
and gable ends which were records of bad 
times in the past and which they all hoped 
had gone for ever. Their countryside should 
be kept neater so that even more people 
would he attracted and greater numbers 
would come back. 

They could strive to attract to Ulster 
fresh industries that would he with them for 
all time. It was difficult for a Government 
to initiate movements of that kind, but a 
powerful organisation like their association 
could do an enormous amount in pointing 
out to mannifacturefs that here there were 
many factory sites in perfect surroundings, 
amvle water supplies, except, perhaps. in 
the City of Derry—(laughter)—though that 
would soon be made right. 

NORTH AND SOUTH. 

“You have the Government at your back,”’ 
proceeded the Prime Minister, “and the very 
fact that so many of my colleagues in the 
Cabinet are here to-day shows you that we 
are keeping a careful eye on everything that 
is for the benefit of the Ulster people. ! 
am an enormous believer in helping those 
who help themselves. I do not bollewe in 
assisting those who want something for 
nothing. When I see real, good, honest and 
joyal work being done my colleagues and 
I are ready to give appraisement at the 
highest value. 

“ Like Mr. Baillie, I am delighted that the 
South is so well represented here to-day. 1 
do not want to go into the South: everybody 
knows that—(laughter)—but. I have never 
hesitated to say that the prosperity of all 
lreland is my earnest desire. (Applause.) 

“I believe that friendly States abutting 
upon one another can do a great deal in the 
way of mutual assistance. When people are 
worried and done to death by the hectic life 
which they are sure to be afforded ‘south of 
the Boyne I hope that they will come up 
here and stay for a long time _ to 
recuperate. (Laughter.) And I conceive that 
when the Scotch blood that flows through 
the veins of the large majority of Ulster 
men had sucked dry the strangers that come 
to our shores, we will be delighted to put 
them on the rail. and send them down to 
the South. (Laughter.) 

‘Yes, all Ireland prosperous, means the 
South prosperous and Ulster prosperous. Let 
there be no mistake whatever about that. 
We are gathered here to-day round an ab- 
solutely non-political table, heartily join. 
ing with our Southern fellow-countrymen in 
doing a little, at all events, to help the 
country of our birth. 


A NORTHMAN IN DUBLIN, 

Mr. Walter Baird, responding to the toast 
of the “Irish Tourist Association,” said 
that the whole country was one and pulling 
together upon the particular subject of 
‘Tourist Development Twenty-seven years 
ago he went to reside in Dublin from Derry, 
and he was a living example of the kindli. 
ness, happiness, prosperity, and goodwill 
that is extened to a representative of the 
North in Dublin. 

“1 say that to you, because I think it is 
right that those of us who have lived acress 
the border, and who have experienced the 
hitter past, when they come to a meeting of 
this sort should let you know that any 
stories that vou have heard, and they are 
many, are not really those that apply to 
everyone. <A right-thinking man always gets 
credit for his work in the South.” Notwith- 
standing the difficulties between North and 
South, they all welcomed the signs of work- 
ing together for the common good of the 
country. 

He agreed with Lord Craigavon in this 
matter, and it was the only possible spirit in 
which they should work. They were doing 
that in the South, and were anxious to return 
the hand-shake of the North sevenfold on 
every occasion in the interest of their beloved 
country. ‘‘ What we want is to induce the 
tourist to this country, which will be a 
benefit to us all.’’ 

Proceeding, Mr. Baird referred to the move- 
ment to improve the hotels..in the South 
President Cosgrave and the Government had 
extended to them every assistance; but the 
Association was looking for more. Their As- 
sociation, like that in the North. was co- 
operating with the recently-formed Travel As- 
sociation, which was a great scheme. It was 
now known as the Travel Association of 
Great Britain and Ireland. In the South 
thev had adopted as their slogan, ' See Ire- 
land First.” They did not say, ' See the 
Free State First,” but wished the people to 
see the whole country, because if they came 
to the South only, and did not visit the 
North, or vice versa, they missed something 


SHARKS ON WATERFORD COAST,

of Ardmore, County Waterford, show that 
sharks have been busy in Ardmore Bay for 
the past few days. On Wednesday a fourteen- 
feet long specimen, evidently following salmon 
in the nets, got enmeshed, and after a fierce 
struggle was brought to the shore and killed. 
The nets were ruined. 

Yesterday a larger one fouled in another 
craft of nets. Struggling furiously, it 
destroyed the nets and got clear away. 

Owing to the deep water in Ardmore Bay 
these pests make their appearance when the 
spring fishing is on, with the result that 
sometimes the fishermen remain ashore alto- 
gether rather than risk the loss of their nets 
and boats.

“ Walk cn the Left.” 


The recent attempt of the Dublin City 
Commissioners to induce citizens to walk 
on the left side of the pavements ended 
ignominiously. The white lines down the 
centre of the pavements, and the arrows 
and instructions at the street corners, were 
ignored by the multitude, and the few 
who sought to fall in with the proposed 
convention found themselves jostled, glared 
upon, and sometimes abused. That the 
Commissioners’ intent was excellent no 
thoughtful person could fail to recognise ; 
for by walking to the left of the pave- 


-ment the pedestrian looks in the opposite 


direction to the tide of road traffic and is 
safeguarded against stepping off the pave- 
ment thoughtlessly in front of moving 
vehicles, The failure of the Commis- 
sioners to command the co-operation of 
those whom it was sought to benefit seemed 
to be a fresh example of the indiscipline 
of our people. It is slightly comforting, 
therefore, to learn that similar failure 
is recorded in thirty or forty English 
towns. Mr. Albert Webb, Mayor of 
Worcester, writing inthe Daily Telegraph, 
says that attempts to institute the rule 
in these towns “have been nullified by the 
influx of »ersons from other, and generally 
larger, cities where the rule has not been 
established."’ He considers that nothing 
effective can be done until the State acts 
and makes the rule universally obligatory. 
In Worcester, however, the rule had one 
triumph to its credit. “As Mayor,” Mr. 
Webb writes, “I have been careful to 
observe the rule.” While thus setting a 
good example to his citizens, he was 
making his way one day to the left-hand 
side of the footpath, whea a motor car 
mounted the footpath, brushed past him, 
and crashed head-on into an electric 
standard. ‘‘ Had I been following the old 
rule of walking on the right,” says Mr. 
Webb, “I should not be writing this letter

Conscription for Roads. 


In Yugo-Slavia, under the dictatorship, 
the problem of road construction has been 
tackled in a novel manner. By royal 
decree every male citizen is obliged to 


give six days every year to work upon the 


highways. The same obligation: applies to 
foreigners resident in the country, but 
they are allowed to commute labour with 
a cash payment. It is only in lands 
governed by dictators that measures such 
as this are feasible. In free countries 
conscription of ‘labour is unknown. The 
roads are constructed and maintained by 
contractors at the expense of the payer of 
rates and taxes, who also, out of his 
exiguous resources, supports a large army 
of unemployed freemen. Let it be sug- 
gested that every man contribute a 
quantum of labour to the upkeep of the 
fabric of the State, and emancipated 
labour will deal promptly with a proposal 
so redolent of feudalism and reaction. So 
late as the early years of this century it 
was the custom among Irish farmers in 
parts of the congested districts to sally 
forth every year, in the slack season, to 
mend the roads that Jed to their turbary 
holdings. A paternal Government Board 
came to the aid of some whose way to the 
bog lay through exceptionally difficult 
land, Thereupon the others gave up the 
practice of an age. They would yield no 
more free labour to the causeways that 
none used save themselves. They must be 
paid henceforward ere they would serve 
their own interests. Taxes must be raised, 
offices and inspectors maintained, and 
work done by the grudging hour. What 
was yesterday an economic habit now must 
be rendered cumbrous, expensive and, 
perhaps, impracticable.

To many Miss Gentleman was better known 
and appreciated as a piamst with a rare 
giit of accompaniment. Organ-plaving is 
anether sphere in which she has shown more 
than average ability, and there was, in conse- 
quence, a desire to see how she would fare 
in a song recital. Her sound musical 
knowledge was evident in the programme 
which she had outlined, starting with two 
such arduous works as Handel's ‘‘ Ombra mai 
fu "” and Gluck’s ‘‘ Che faro senza Euridice.”’ 
followed by a group of songs by Schubert, 
Brahms, and Strauss; another trio of sharp 
contrast by Wagner, Bantock, and Henschel: 
and, as a finale, a beautiful selection of 
Songs of the Four Nations. 

Throughout the recital Miss Gentleman 
always held her audience. Her voice has 
taken on greater depth and resonance, and 
was generally under good control, and if it 
did not always respond to the task, it was 
at all times pleasant. One forgot short- 
comings in the tone-quality in following the 
singer s interpretation of the song. As one 
would expect, she got at the inner message 
of the composer, and by colourful treatment 
sought to convey it to her hearers. She 
preserved an admirable sense of line, and 
phrased well, her breath-control being good, 
and she got light and shade which helped 
towards the creation of atmosphere. In the 
Schubert songs, ‘‘ The Watercourse” and 

ae, rn got that touch which one 
associates with the master song-writer. 
though possibly her treatment á tha 
Strauss ‘‘ Serenade "—always so difficult to 
sing—was better still. Wagner's ‘‘ Traume ”’ 
was dreamy, but the song which followed— 
Bantock’s “Invocation to the Nile” appeared 
to be too straight. Henschel’s ‘‘ Romance” 
gave Miss Gentleman an opportunity for 
some very excellent picture painting, in 
‘which she effected neat contrasts. She was 
very happy in the folk song group, particu- 
livly mm Kennedy-Fraser’s song. “ Deirdre’s 
Farewell to Scotl, nd” and the ‘‘ Lament for 
(wen Roe” {arranged by Stanford). She 
imparted’ « bright mocd to Milligan Fox's 
acrangement of *‘ My Singing Bird,” with its 
subtle suggestion. 

With such á performance Miss Gentleman 
had ~edson to feel satisfied.

_The debate on the vote for the Land 
Commission was expected to be, if not 
lively, at least, interesting; but it was 
dull enough, and at one or two points 
during Mr. Derrig’s long speech there 
Was not a quorum in the Chamber. 


DEATH OF A T.D. 

fhe news of the death of Mr. Samucl 
Holt, Fianna Fail deputy for Leitrim. 
Sligo, was heard with regret by the 
members of all parties. He was a popular 
and useful member of the Dail, who took 
his work very seriously. On the motion 
of President Cosgrave, the House passed 
a resolution of sympathy, the members 
standing in silence for a. moment before 
they preceeded to the ordinary business 
of the day. : 


THE BANK OF IRELAND. 

The motion to establish a joint com- 
mittce of the Dail and the Senate to con- 
sider the Bank of Ireland Bill was taken 
up after questions. Jt is a private 
member’s bill, which proposes to amend 
the old charter of the Bank of Ireland. 
which, in several respects, is antiquated 
and unsuitable. ' 

Fianna Fail deputios. led by Mr. de 
Valera, saw dancerous elements in this 
mild measure. The Opposition leader 
wanted only Irish citizens to sit on the 
boards of directors of banks, but when 
questioned by Mr. Osmond Esmonde as 
to whether residents in the North of Ire- 
land were Irish citizens, and whether they 
should be permitted to serve on the 
boards, Mr. de Valera did not reply. 

The Fianna Fail leader's strongest 
objection was io the clause of the measure 
‘enabling the bank to buy up other 
banks and create what was tantamount to 
a monopoly.’’ 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 

The Minister for Finance declined to 
follow Mr. de Valera over the whole 
ground of banking policy, and charged 
him with “ not. going very far into the 
question of financial dependence.’’ 

‘There is no such thing as financial 
dependence. There is financial: inter: 
dependence, if you like,’’: the Minister 
declared. He mentioned that there were 
worse systems than the British gold 
siandard, and added that, if the British 
Government ever departed from the gold 
standard, we, in the Free State, would 
have to reconsider our position. 

Messrs. MacEntee and Flinn followed 
in the same vein as their leader, after 
which the motion was put to a division 
and carried by 71 votes to; 56. 


THE CONNAUGHT RANGERS. 


A debate on the report stage of the 
Superannuation and Pensions Bill 
fullowed. .

The bill was passed without a division, 
and the Dail turned to the Land Commis- 
sion estimate. Mr. Roddy, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, read a long speech, in 
which he outlined the progress made by 
the Land Commission. He gave a mass of 
facts and figures to prove how well his de- 
partment is doing iis job of dividing the 
lands, but he by no means satisfied the 
Opposition. 

Mr. Derrig declared that 696,000 acres 
of land had been inspected with a view to 
division, but only 200,000 acres had been 
divided. ‘That was not his idea of pro- 
cress, 

Messrs. Corry, Buckley and O'Reilly, 
all of the Fianna Fail group, trained their 
yuns upon the Land Commission ; but. Mr. 
P. W. Shaw (Government, Longford-West- 
meath) was full of praise for the good 
work done by the department, declaring :

DEATH OF FIANNA 
FAIL T.D.

VICTIM OF LEITRIM 


TYPHOID OUTBREAK. 

Mr. Samuel E. Holt, T.D., Fianna Fail 
representative for Leitrim-Sligo since 1925, 
died in Cork Street Hospital, Dublin, yester- 
day morning from typhoid fever, to which 
disease one of his children also succumbed 
in Dublin about a fortnight ago. 

He came to Dublin ftom Carrick-on- 
Shannon last week to attend the meeting of 
the Dail, but was seized with illness, and was 
unable to do so. One of his colleagues (Dr. 
O'Dowd, T.D.) stated in-the Dail on Wednes- 
day, the. 10th inst., that at that period there 
were between fifty and sixty cases of typhoid 
in Carrick-on-Shannon, due to polluted water, 
and that three deaths had already occurred 
in the town. 

Mr. Holt, who was a comparatively young 
man. was born at Carbury, Co. Kildare, and 
succeeded the late Mr. Abraham O'Connor as 
Clerk of Carrick-on-Shannon Union and Urban 
Council, He too: a prominent part 3n the 
Sinn Fein movement, and was interned in 
Ballykinlar until the Truce. He was a con- 
vert to the Roman Catholic religion. 

In the various by-elections and general elec- 
tions from 1917 to 1925, when he was elected, 
he took a prominent part, being the Director 
of Elections for Sinn Fein in 1923, 
TRIBUTE IN THE DAIL. 
The news of Mr. Holt’s death, was heard 
with regret by all members of the Dail; for 
he was held in esteem by members of all par- 
ties. The flag over Leinster House was 
lowered to half-mast immediately it became 
known that he had died. : : 
In the Dail yesterday afternoon, immedi- 
ately after questions, 
President Cosgrave said that the House had 
learned with deep regret of the death of 
Deputy Holt. The occasion was made all the 
more sad by a recent bereavement in the 
deputy’s family. He asked the Speaker to 
convey to Deputy Holt’s widow and relatives 
the sense of loss they all felt at bis death.

Mr. Snowden, interviewed by the Press

FRENCH INDUSTRY REVIVAL. 


“AA mumber of the letters are from 
victims of the French ‘default on the 
French War Loan raised in this country. 
Some oí these letters are most pathetic. 
Ther wera from people who, on the advice 
of the British banks, invested all their 
savings, and are now leít practically 
penniless. A good many of the writers 
said that they had been Conservatives all 
their lives, but were not going to vote 
Conservative at the election. 

“I know of no subiect in which the 
masses of the people of this country are 
more interested, and abont which they are 
more indignant when the facts are ex- 
plained to them: but the Conservatives 
have never told the people how a consider- 
able part of our unemployment is due to 
the failure of the Continental debtors to 
meet their obligations to us on these debts. 

“ France has been able, ont of repara- 
tions and the non-payment of debts, to re- 
equip her factories and become a severe 
competitor with ovr manufacturing in- 
dustries, with serious effects upon 
employment.

In view of his atti- 
tude, nobody can help wondering whether, 
in the event of a Labour victory at the 
ejection. the infiuence of Mr. Macdonald 
or Mr. Snowden would be preponderant.

SOME QUESTIONS TO MR.

Lord Balfour writes the following letter 
to he Times under yesterday s date :— 

Sirn,—I may, perhaps, be permitted as 
the author of the ‘‘ infamous’”’ Balfour note 
to reinforce. what bas been so admirably 
said by my colleagues in the House ot 
Commons with regard to the surprising pro- 
nouncement of the late Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who spoke for the labour Party

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NEW ROMAN CATHOLIC BFSHOP. 

Reuter’s Rome Correspondent announces 
that the Pope has appointed ‘the Rev. 
Thomas Mulvany to be Bishop of Meath. 
The Bishopric has been vacant for some 
time. 

The Rev. Thomas Mulvany is Parish 
Priest of Tullamore and Vicar Forane. 
Born jn Moynalty parish, County Meath, 
he passed from St. Finian’s College, 
Navan, to Maynooth, where he read a 
distinguished course. After his ordina- 
tion he ministered-as curate in Ballivor, 
Killucan and Kells, where the late Bishop 
Gaughran then was parish priest. In 
1911 he was appointed pastor of Collins- 
town, and in 1920 he was transferred as 
parish priest to Trim, and was appointed 
Vicar Forane of the Trim Deanery. He 
has been parish priest of Tullamore since 
1925. 

During his ministry Father Mulvany 
renovated Cellinstown Charch, built the 
new school at Trim, and carried out 
various other important. parochial works. 
In 1927 he inaugurated the annual 
Eucharistic procession in Tullamore. 

Father Mulvany represents the Diocese 
of Meath on the Board of Manazers of 
Irish National. Schools and in the Catholic 
Truth Society. He is a keen educationalist,

There are three roads east of Tipperary 
town which the fugitive car could have 
taken— straight on to Cashel, which is the 
Dublin road; another to Bansha, and 
another towards Clonmel and Waterford, 
while by turning to the left on the out- 
skirts of the town it could have gone north 
towards Dundrum. 

It is believed that the motor car turned 
to the left and travelled some portion of 
the Dundrum road.

TWO MEN DETAINED. 

Chief Superintendent Hannigan, Super- 
intendent Desmond, and detectives and 
Civic Guards continued the chase all 
through the day. This evening, between 
tive and six o'clock, they detained two 
men, who were found walking from a 
ruined castle on to the public road at a 
place between Dundrum and Cappawhite, 
about eight miles from Tipperary. 

The men, who are stated to be from 
Limerick, were conveyed to Tipperary 
Barracks. 

THE WANTED MEN. 

An official description of the three men

TIPPERARY COAL 
PROJECT. 


JUDGMENT IN LONDON 
ACTION. 


i 


Evidence for the defence was given when 
ihe heaving was continued in the Kings 
Bench Division, London, yesterday of the 
action brought by Sir Henry Forde, of the 
Manor of St. John, Waterford, against Mr. 
William Herbert Appleton and Mr. Alfred 
Thomas Smith, of London, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Parry, of Ealing, London, who was 
sued as the legal personal representative of 
the late Mr. William Wright. Sir Henry 
Forde claimed £1 900 which, it was alleged. 
he had lent to a syndicate consisting of 
Appleton, Smith and Wright. Leave to sign 
iudgment had been obtained, it was stated, 
against two of the defendants, but Appleton 
was contesting the claim on the groune that 
he was nota member of the syndicate. 

Mr. Appleton said that he now had 
offices in Throgmorton street. He had 
obtained a discharge from his bankruptcy, 
and since then had paid his creditors from 
£18,000 to £20,000. He hoped by June of 
this year to apply to have the bankruptcy 
annulled on the ground that he had paid 
every creditor 20s. in the pound. Witness 
said that there was at one time great hope 
of the Tipperary venture being a success. 
The reports showed that coal was there, 
and in great quantity. There was a demand 
in Ireland for anthracite coal, as most of it 
was imported. He added that he did not 
think the coal was being worked now. 

The cheque for £1,500 was never handed 
to him personally by the plaintiff. and he 
had never heen a member of the syndicate. 

AN EYE ON AMERICA. 

Mr. Justice Macnaghten, giving judgment, 
said the company originally was to be 
brought about by means of a £5,000 syndi 
cate. In June, 1925, however, the syndicate 
was to be a £12,000 one; but scarcely had the 
£12,000 scheme been thought of when it was 
realised that the want of sympathy for 
ireland in England at that time would make 
it difficult to raise the money in England. 
Mr. Appleton was of the opinion, however, 
that no matter how unsympathetic people in 
London might be towards coalfields in 
lieland, it was likely that Irish-Americans 1n 
the United States would come forward and 
put their money into the scheme. 

The judge thought that the criticism that 
the evidenceof Sir Henry Forde was vague was 
well founded, but his lordship said that he ac- 
cepted it as true. His evidence was that 
he refused to join in providing money to be 
used for the promotion of the company, but 
that he somewhat reluctantly consented to 
provide the money on the terms that Apple- 
ton, Smith and Wright should be liable to 
vepay it. He accepted the plaintifi’s evi- 
dence. and, where it was in conflict with Mr. 
Appleton’s, rejected the latter’s evidence. 

His Lordship added that the order of the 
Court would be that judgment be signed for 
the plaintiff againet the defendants for £1,900. 

After discussion upon the interest on the 
money, Mr. Pritt, K.C., for plaintiff, asked 
that judgment might be entered against Mr. 
Appleton, and the judge agreed. 

Judgment was entered accordingly, with 
costs. A stay of execution was granted for 
fourteen days if, within that time, £1,548 was 


‘paid to the plaintiff and £412 paid into court 


and notice to appeal given, when there would 
he a further stay, pending the hearing of the 
appeal.

country is to have your industry as 
(Hear, hear.) ‘There is one other fact 
which may be of great assistance in the 
next five years, and that is that, just 
at this time, when we are trying to get 
men into industry, owing to the fall ol 
the birth-rate during the war, there will 
be several hundred thousand fewer 
entrants into industry than is customary. 
That will be of enormous assistance to 
the labour market. . : 

Now, what are we doing to help 
industry at this time and to get men into 
permanent employment ! 

EMIGRATION. : 

We are trying, by arrangement with 
the Dominion Governments, to make it 
much easier for men and women to go to 
the Dominions overseas. We are trying, 
by transference, to get men from the 
black spots into districts where they can 
get work. We have given a great deal of 
attention to the juvenile, and we have so 
progressed with the juvenile employment 
centres that nowadays, it is safe to say, 
practically every boy in these depressed 
areas, if he wishes, can go to an unem- 
ployment centre, and through that can be 
passed, if his parents consent, into 1n- 
dustry in some other part of the country. 

The juvenile problem has been one to 
which our Ministry of Labour has 
devoted unceasing atiention, and they 
deserve congratulations. (Cheers.) But 
the most grievous lot is that of a man, 
not a skilled man, who is thrown out of 
work owing to those processes of re- 
organisation and _ rationalisation which 
are going on in the country. 

Workingmen in England are sufficiently 
intelligent and educated to know that 
our only chance of getting trade in this 
country is to have your industry as 
efficient as possible. But they do know 
also that such reorganisation—and you 
have seen it in a marked degree in the 
coal trade—reacts for a time heavily and 
cruelly on the man who has only the 
capacity for unskilled labour. 

TRAINING CENTRE’S SUCCESS. 

We have met that difficulty by forming 
training. centres, in which a man undergoes 
intensive training for some months and fits 
himseli for many kinds of work. Into these 
-he has been drafted, and drafted in great 
numbers, and with success already. 

That policy we shall continue as the de- 
mand for it arises, and where there are most 
needs we are opening such centres for these 
men. But there is one observation I would 
make. It is essential for the employers of 
labour in this country to have sufficient 
imagination — as many of them have, I am 
glad to say—to realise the position of men in 
the new reorganised businesses. 

You can have businesses much too large 
for efficiency, but the tendency of the day is 
to large amalgamations. i 
“Many working men, I know, feel there is a 
real risk that they may be lost and sub- 
merged in these arrangements, and find them- 
selves just cogs in a great machine. 

HUMANISING INDUSTRY. 

Industry. if 1s to survive in this country, 
has to go far vet in the way of being human- 
ised. Several movements in works up and 
down the country represent the importance of 
social welfare schemes for co-operation, con- 
sultation, or what you like. 

I have always maintained that this is work 
in which the Government could not interfere 
without the risk of doing great harm. To try 
to standardise or stereotype any torm of wel- 
fare might paralyse the whole thing in its in- 
ception, 

HELP FOR INDUSTRY. 

So much for what we have tried to do to 
help the human side. We feel, and feel very 
strongly, that some.form of assistance must 
be given to industry. It must strike at the 
root of the trouble, because onlv in that wav 
can permanent empleyment be found. 

We examined every kind of scheme that 
had been put forward. We decided against 
any scheme which would lead to large hor- 
rowing. 


Minister, am terrified at any form of inta 


our policy, by our handling of affairs, we have 
considerably reduced the eost of living in this 
country, untu living has ben made 
far more easy in every home from 
end to end of the country. I cannot take 
responsibility of any step which would cause 
the cost of living to rise. It has two effects. 
and they are two great effects. A rise in 
the cost of living hits every imdividua!, and 
most of all it hits the poorest. It also leads 
directly to all kinds of difficulties in the 
arrangement of the wages system. 
WHY DE-RATING CAME, 

What industry at the present moment needs 
more than anything else are settled and stable 
conditions. 1 would like to remind you of 
that, because memories are short, and I want 
to remind you that this was the view taken, 
not by the Labour Pariy when Labour was 
getting out a programme, but when they 
were in power. 

Note what was said in 1924 by Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald. He said he wished to make it 
perfectly clear that the Labour Government 
had no intention of turning off from the 
normal channels of trade large sums of money 
which would only be palliative, and, so far 
as subsidies were concerned, it would be 
constantly borne in mind that the ordinary 
financial reserve of ordinary trade was to be 
considered. They were wise words. 

So it came about that we brought in that 
great scheme of de-rating, directly removing 
a burden from industry of a sum of 20 or 30 
millions of money a year. De-rating was the 
greatest assistance ever given to industry in 
this country. And may I remind you that as 
long ago as last August, in a letter which |] 
wrote to the Chief Whip, I said it would be 
well for them to remember what had been 
done in the session going to its close. and 
the initiation of the great scheme of de- 
rating ? 

SAFEGUARDING. 

I reneat that that great scheme of de-rating 
was the greatest assistance ever rendered to 
industry in this countrv. The main issue 
must not be allowed to become obscured by 
the Protectionist red herring, which both 
other parties are seeking to drag across the 
trail. 

May I remind you again that long before 
these great programmes came out from the 
other parties—these children of emergency— 
we are actually at work setting ourselves to 
the task and effecting a measure of the 
greatest relief to industry in ample time for 
it to be taking effect and to be of the 
greatest assistance this year. 

We have been very satisfied with the re- 
sults of safeguarding. (Hear, hear, and long 
cheering.) Safeguarding is a most valuable 
adjunct to praducing permanent employment. 
Let there be no mistake. will remind you 
again of the paragraph in the letter which 
I wrote to our Chief Whip last August. 

I said that safeguarding had done a lot 
of good since it was established by Mr. Lloyd 
George’s Government in 1921. But they had 
to remember that they had pledged them- 
selves, and would continue to pledge them- 
selves, never to support the imposition of a 
tax on food. They had given their pledge, 
and they had their experience of tlie last 
four years to enable them to simplify the 
working of the system that no industry would 
be barred from presenting its case before the 
appropriate tribunal. 

HELP FOR RAILWAYS. 

That is what we are constantly aiming for, 
and what we shall continue to aim for. Now, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and myself, 
had we been different men, had we been men 
of promises and not of performance, we could 
have said more in the Budget than was said. 

This, for example, is what the Budget said 
about railways. It remitted the railway pas- 
senger duty, and, as a consequence, the rail- 
way companies find a saving, which they 
will be enabled to practise in improvements, 
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which will all help to bring about the posi: | 
tion we are all anxious to see—to have our 
railways the finest in the world. 

And that is the step the Government has 
taken towards realising that condition to be 
attained in modernising the railway system. 
And now let’ mé turn to one or two things 
on the social side of industry. I think the 
only pledge we failed to carry out was to 
pass the Factory Bill. That failed because 
our whole programme was thrown out by 
the struggle of 1926. We had afterwards to 
devote all our energies to the various 
measures we have taken for the permanent 
improvement of industry. That bill will be 
one of the first measures we shall pass in the 
new Government. (Applause.) 

THE WASHINGTON CONVENTION. 

One word with regard to the Washington 
Convention. I do not want to say anything of 
the difficulties we have met with in getting 
the agreement in hours with foreign countries. 

We are as strongly in favour of this agree- 
ment as ever. We believe it tends to raise 
the conditions of workers on the Continent, 
and, to a less extent, at home—our conditions 
being so much: better. But we have to take 
care that when such agreements are made 
they are made in a language the meaning of 
which admits of no dispute. 

They must be kept in the spirit and “the 
letter. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Now I pass on to say a few words about 
agriculture. Agriculture is not unlike in- 
dustry in this country—the gravity of the 
agricultural situation is localised. It is bad 
in certain districts, not in all, and there are 
remedies which have been discussed which we 
are unable to adopt. The one is protection 
and the other is subsidies. You can help 
agriculture in two ways. You can either 
help it by reducing its burdens in overhead 
charges or by increasing its profits at the 
other end. Protection obviously is ruled out. 

A subsidy would be of no use unless it 
could be guaranteed ti at it can be continued 
for an indefinite term of years, and no one 
can give that guarantee. We all remember 
the fate of the Agricultural Act in the 
Coalition Government. If the same thing 
happens with subsidies the last stage would 
be worse than the first. 

OVERHEAD CHARGES. 

We are going straight ahead with the re- 
duction of the overhead charges. We have 
reduced the rating burden and are providing 
more and more money for the rural roads. 
We decided, as was announced in the Budget. 
that as we were able to do it we should 
anticipate the derating of agriculture to come 
into force immediately, instead of having to 
wait until the autumn. We have also done 
something for them in the reduction of 
freights. 

Another thing which will be of great 
value is the concession which was made in 
the Budget—it may not seem a large one— 
in regard to telephones, by which five or six 
thousand little places in the country will be 
linked up with each other for the use of resi- 
dents in the agricultural districts. 

We shall continue to help forward research 
and education. With regard to drainage, we 
feel very strongly that it would be impos- 
sible to make plans for developments on any 
big scale until the conclusion of the Royal 
Commission on Drainage. 

BETTER MARKETING. 

Now, a great deal has been done by the 
Board of Agriculture, and I am glad to think 
by the farmers themselves, who in some 
parts of the country are marching in step 
with the most progressive of our industries. 
I refer to the new methods of marketing, and 
the new methods in standardisation of our 
goods. 

Imazine with what pleasure I learned from 
a friend in Cornwall the other day that, 
owing to marketing progress, our English 
way into countries 
abroad. 

The Merchandise Marks Act has been one 
of value and will be of increasing value. 

BEEF FOR THE ARMY. 

We have decided that during the six 
months—from October to March—beef for the 
Army and the Air Force and the Navy when 
in home ports shall be all-Bntish. During 
the six months after the harvest we believe 
it is quite practicable to stipulate in Army 
and Air Force contracts that at least 25 per 
of the flour used in these Services shall 
be fiour milled from home wheat. We intend 
to bring that into effect. (Cheers.) 

I will run rather briefly over other parts 
of our policy, which you will find are the 
natural development and corollaries of much 
that has been done. No work done by this 
Government will stand the scrutiny of the 
historian more than the work which has been 
done by the Minister of Health in housing. 
(Cheers. ) 

SLUM CLEARANCE. 

We believe that such progress has now been 
made in the building of houses that the time 
has come to go forward further and faster 
in the direction of clearing slums and of ie- 
conditioning. 

That will be a task to which the new 
Government will devote the whole of its 
strength and mind after the election. 

Another record which, I think, will bear 
the most intense scrutiny 1s our education 
record. In comparison with that of any pre- 
vious party in the history of this country 
we have more than fulfilled every pledge we 
have made, but we are only half-way through 
the work of reform to which our Minister of 
Education and the Government have set their 
hands, : 

We have shown we believe in education, 
we have shown we know what the country 
wants, and we are going forward. I renew 
here all the previous pledges in regard to 
education, and we shall put forward a rather 
more detailed statement on education before 
the election takes place. 

What we aim at is a full course of higher 
education for all children, so that connected 
education can be pursued right through from 
childhood to manhood. A new conception of 
education is now being worked out in con- 
junction with commerce and industry, which 
is fully alive to the needs of the country. 
A new Education Bill will probably be neces- 
sary. 
" EQUAL JUSTICE FOR ALL. 

We shall continue to form our policy on 
the basis of equal partnership, equal justice 
to all kinds of classes, and all children in 
all kinds of classes. We have already given 
the teachers security such as they never 
before had.. They get it in the national 
settlement, which is universally applied. It 
is our policy to maintain that security for 
them, and to embody it in a permanent 
settlement in harmony with the new con- 
ditions. 

Our conception of education is nob a 
bureaucratic one. We regard the State and 
the local authority as agents of the parents. 

MATERNITY BENEFITS. 

Now I come to another subject in which 
[ take very deep interest—that is the sub- 
ject of maternity. There is nothing in this 
country that makes for its happiness, that 
makes for the health of the rising generation, 
that makes for the health of woman in her 
later vears, comparable to seeing that proper 
care is taken of her in her confinement. 

A great physician told me quite recently 
that if this were done in every case in the 
country—which I should like to see done— 
you might close half the women’s hospitals 
in Great Britain. All I can say at the 
moment on this subject is this—We have 
come to the conclusion that the maternity 
benefit of the National Health Insurance 
Act is not at present being administered to 
the best possible advantage. 

BENEFITS FOR MOTHERS. 

The present rate of maternity mortality, 
the amount of sickness among mothers, point, 
in our view, to the need for reorganisation of 
these provisions. Proposals are, therefore, 
under consideration for making available for 
insured women and unineured wives of 
insured men proper medical and midwifery 
services, and, in addition, to find more cash 
payments on confinement. 

That brings me, naturally, to child welfare. 
[ was very much impressed one day in what 
| saw when ['went down to Deptford to see 
the Children’s School of Miss McMillan. I 
am quite sure that an advance could be made 
by the State in the care of the children from 
the ages of one to five. I have not time to 
state the reasons why. I think that the state- 
inent will carry conviction to any thinking 
man and woman. 

CHILDREN’S ACTS. 

But on that subject there is not yet in the 
ountry a great deal of experience, and all | 
can say at the moment is that one of our 
first acts when we come in will be to form a 
Committee of Inquiry to adviee us what will 
be the best form of treatment. When this is 
done I hope we shall be in a position to go 
forward. 

[ think also that the time has come when 
the vamous Children’s Acts should all be 
consolidated. 

OVERSEAS MARKETS. 

Now, I leave the eocia! side of our pro- 
gramme for a moment. I will come back 
once more to industry. If you sum up what 
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MR. BALDWIN’S ELECTION SPEECH in FULL. 


aur idea is—to find permanent employment— 
you may sum it wp in this way. it 
modernisation of industry at home 
multiplication of markets overseas.

We have overseas vast territories and vast 

tentialties, and we want to help them. We

can do further from time to time. 

We shall provide out of Imperial funds such 
gums as are required up to the maximum to 
be attuned to our means, that will be sub- 
stantial in the way of giving help to fryitful 
schemes, which must otherwise be postponed. 

We propose to’ establish an independent 
Commission to watch over this matter. Now, 
[ have tried to show you what we have been 
pursuing for some years past—a consistent 
policy aimed at the development of our in- 
dustry and the placing of our men in per- 
manent employment. I have tried to show 
you that we have continued those services, 
which make for the happiness and welfare of 
our own people. 

PROMISE AND PERFORMANCE. 

You may judge us by what we have done— 
you may judge us by this: that we do not 
promise more than we can perform. (Ap- 
plause.) I will promise nothing more. Our 
people in this country are a very great 
people. We knew that in the war. They 
have proved it since the war. 

There is a new spirit abroad in the land. 
People who think pre-war electioneering is 
going to win a post-war election are making a 
mistake. Our people think; they are thirsting 
for knowledge. They want to learn, and they 
want to do the right thing. 

1 cannot stand up, and I will not stant up, 
before a people like that and go one iota 
beyond what i know Í can perform. ‘‘e are 
responsible for the linking together of the 
Enghsh-speaking peoples round the world. We 
are responsible for the progress and well: 
being of millions of penile in the heart of 
Africa, and for a great part of Asia, and 
inillions of men and women in all parts of the 
world. . 

We cannot live for ourselves alone. It is 
the realising of that, and the calls it makes 
upon our sense of responsibility, that will 
make our people deaf to the appeals on the 
one hand of cupidity and to credulity on the 
other. 

It has been said hy some historian that the 
Roman Empire perished because there were 
not enough Romans to infuse their spirit 
into it. 

The world is crying out for the best that 
we can give—at home, in India and in Africa. 
That is why, apart from all humanitarian 
considerations, we are pledged in the fulfil- 
ment of our work, and pledged to discharge 
the responsibilities that lie upon us. 

FAIR CHANCE FOR EVERYONE. 

We want to see everyone get his chance 
from the moment he comes into the world— 
an equal chance and a fair, chance in educa- 
tion and an equal and a fair chance in in- 
dustry. Let the Empire and let the world 
not perish for want of our men and our 
women to help. And it is believing in that 
he destiny of our people that we, of the 

onservative Party, deem it as our first duty 
to help our own people as we may and fit 
them for the task that Providence has laid 
upon them. (Loud cheers.)

EDDYSTONE ROCKS 
STRUCK IN FOG. 


REFLOATED WITHOUT 
ASSISTANCE,

A destroyer, tugs and other vessels 
rushed through a thick fog in the English 
Channel yesterday in response to an 
“$.0.8."" from the French liner, Paris 
(34,568 tons), which ran aground on the 
Eddystone Rocks while ES. for Ply- 
mouth, where she was to pick up pas- 
senyers for New York. Their assistance, 
however, was not required; for the tide 
lifted the Paris off the rocks, and she 
was able to get back into deep water. 
Eventually she anchored off Penlee Point, 
at the entrance to Plymouth Sound, 
where the destroyer and tugs found her 
with all her lifeboats swinging. 

This is the second time in a fortnight 
that the Paris has run aground. At the 
start of her last voyage from New York 
she became stranded on a sandbank in 
New York Bay, but got off without 
danger. 

PASSENGERS REMAIN. 

No official information regarding the 
extent of the damage she has suffered in 
her latest mishap is available, but it is 
understood that the vessel has been holed 
both forward and aft. 

The passengers were told to prepare to 
be landed at Plymouth by tender, but 
this arrangement was cancelled, and the 
ship remained at anchor awaiting instruc- 
tions from the owners in Paris. There 
was no panic When the vessel struck, al! 
that was experienced (in the words of a 
beg being a sharp jolt, followed 

y a sound like the rattling of anchor 
chains. 

DESTROYER’S SEARCH. 

The vessel was due at Plymouth from 
Le Havre at 11 a.m. When her “SO...” 
was picked up, Admiral Sir Rudolf 
Bentinck, Commander-in-Chief at Devon- 
port, ordered the duty destroyer Thanet 
and the Admiralty tugs Rover and Report 
to proceed to the spot and render any 
assistance possible. The destroyer left 
the harbour shortly before noon and the 
two tugs soon afterwards. Before one 
0 clock information was received that the 
Paris had been refloated. 

Plymouth passengers on their way in a 
tender to embark in the Paris had a mild 
thrill when the tender narrowly escaped 
colliding with one of the tugs. 

_ FISHERMAN’S “ GET ouT!” 

The Paris was proceeding at slow sneed 
when she struck the rocks on which the 
Eddystone Lighthouse stands. Visibility 
had been poor for some hours. In the 
Viemmity were a number of French and 
English fishing boats, and the skipper of 
one of the French boats, annoyed at the 
intrusion, hailed the Paris in the follow- 
ing terms: “Don’t you know you are on 
the Eddystone? Get out of mv nets.”’ 

The crew of the liner displayed admir- 
able discipline. and went about their tasks 
ts though nothing had happened. Many 
of the three hundred passengers were 
unaware of tie mishap for some time, and 
watchers on near-by eraft saw deck boys 
marking out spaces for deck games. 

PASSENGERS LAND. 

Most of the Paris’s passengers were 
Americans, and 157 of them decided to 
land at Plymouth, when the captain 
announced that the liner would have to 
be put back to Havre. The passengers 
were told that they could either land and 
board the Leviathan at Southampton on 
Saturday, or go back in the Paris to 
Havre. 

They landed at the docks at about 8.30 
p.m., with as much of their luggage as 
they had been able to collect hurriedly. 
Chaos reigned for some time while the 
stranded passengers fought for their 
belongings. A special train took them 
back to London.

MEASURING TIME 
ACCURATELY. 


IMPORTANCE OF RADIO. 


Mr. J. D. Ferguson 
“Electric Time Signalling ’’ at a meeting ot 
members of the Jnstitution of Electrical 
Engineers im the Physical Laboratory of 
Trinity College, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Ferguson opened his lecture by refer 
ring to the importance of the distribution of 
accurate time—not only the transmission of 
accurate time signals by means of which 
clocks and watches might be corrected 
periodically, but also the synchronisation of 
all public clocks. Greenwich mean solar time 
was, he said, distributed by wire and by 
radio, and international agreement had been 
reached upon two types of radio time signal, 
namely the “modified rhythmic — type 
and the 6 dot radio time signal. 
He pointed out that the preliminary chimes 
of Big Ben commence at twenty seconds to 
the hour and finish nine seconds before it, so 
as to act as a warning for the first stroke of 
the hour. 

Mr. Ferguson then gave, an interesting 
description of how the time signals from 
Dunsink Observatory will be sent out by 
wire and radio as soon as the new General 
Post Office in Dublin is completed. The 
apparatus is designed to send out half-hourly 
six dot time signals, which can be broadcast 
from Dublin and Cork at any hour or half- 
hour of the day by closing a special switch 
in the studio control room. The description 
included a demonstration with apparatus 
specially constructed in the laboratory.

Cummins seconded.

ANTIQUATED FARMING 
SCHEMES. 
———— 
SUGGESTED REVISION. 
At a meeting of the Monaghan Agricultural 
Committee, Mr. William Forgrave presiding, 
the agricultural schemes for the year 1929-30 
were ratified, and subsequently Mr. J. J. 
Turley called attention to anomalies existing 
in connection with the operation of these 
schemes which had been thirty years in 
operation, and should be revised in order to 
bring them into closer touch with the needs 
and requirements of the farmers. As things 
existed when the Committee desired to use 
its own initiative it found itself hemmed in 
by the stereotyped Departmental schemes and 
by lack of funds. This year that Committee 
had had to cut out important schemes lke 

cow-testing and Agriculura! Scholarships. 

There should be an overhauling of the 
schemes, and with that object in view he 
suggested a conference between representa- 
tives of all the Committees of the Free State 
with the experts of the Department in order 
that schemes might be hammered out which 
would be more in conformity with the re- 
quireme.ts of the agricultural community. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted on 
the lines suggested.

profit.”” 

Divergent views were expressed on the 
motion. 

Mr. Baxter said that, as far as the butter 
question was concerned, the Irish people were 
not making enough of it, and were not paying 
the attention to this great industry that it 
deserved. 

The Rev. Father Lagan said that he took 
exception to that part of the resolution which 
said that the interests of agriculture were 
being neglected, as he did not think this was 
true. The. question of tariffs was a very 
debatable question. Protection for all food- 
stuffs could not be shown to be good.

them any further.
